ONROVIA, Jan. 14.—Last night

,| Tovia, the first of a series of exhaus- 


tive tests are being made in frost pre- 
vention. the success of which will 
mean incaiculabie benefit to the citrus 
industry of the State, and will remove 
a large percentage of the groves from 
the danger of freezing weather. 

The experiments, which are being 
Conducted by R. Simpson, man- 
the Duarte-Monrovia Fruit 
Exchange, and F. H. Bivens, local 
manager for the Southern Counties 
Gas Company, consist in the use of 
iNuminating gas as a heat generator, 
instead of the crude oil smudges now 
employed. Mr. Bivens has gone over 
the problems of heat radiation very 
curefGlly. and hag worked out to his 


‘| entire satisfaction that by the proper 


use of gas the temperature can be 
raised from 10 deg. to 12 deg. The 
smudges now in use are estimated to 
produce a rise in the temperature of 

The apparatus with which Mr. Biv- 
ens Proposes to combat the frosty 
weather consists of a Bunsen burner, 
which produces the hottest gas fame 
possibie, with a brass refiecter above, 
the whole to be placed directly be- 
neath tHe tree. The smudge pots can- 
net be used under the trees, but are 
eet between the rows, so that much 
of the heat generated by the burning 
on is lost. 

The cost of gas as a heat generator, 


Mr. Rivens states. will be considerabl 
legs than of crude oil, once the th me A 
are installed. The fact that over 4000 
acres of citrus land is traversed by 
gas mains in the vailey, makes the 
pro tion of Installation 
tively simple, one... With the pipes 
and burners laid. the only work nec- 
essary in case of a first warning be- 
ing turned in is for the rancher to 
light the gas. In the case of oil, it 
requires four men and a teani to 
every fifteen-acre grove, and often, 
us in the last cold stiap, a sufficient 
supply of oll cannot be obtained and 
the smudges set in time to save 
fruit, even supposing that the oil 
gave out sufficient heat to do the 
work. The only point not covered in 
the use of gas is the smoke bianket, 
which is supposed to keep the heat 
from radiating, and the efficiency of 
the smoke, except when the entire 
district uses the smudge, is consid- 
ered doubtful by many growers. 
Mr. Simpson, who has investigated 
every alleged frost preventative 
brought forth in recent years, con- 
siders the gas proposition the best of 
the lot. Should it make good, not 
only will thousands of acres now 
planted to oranges and lemons be 
rendered immune from injurious cold.
